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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This Response is responsive to the Restriction Requirement dated December 6, 
2000 (Paper No. 3), in the above-captioned application. This Response is being timely filed in 
view of the accompanying Petition for a Five-Month Extension of Time, and associated fee, 
which extends the time for a response to the Restriction Requirement to and through June 6, 
2001. 

Responsive to the Restriction Requirement, Applicants hereby elect to prosecute 
the claims of Group II, claims 33-35, 37, 38, drawn to a method of treating acquired 
immunodeficiency disease w ith a plurality of autoimmune inhibitors. This election is made 
without traverse and without prejudice to the inclusion of the subject matter of the non-elected 
claims in any later filed divisional application. 

Further, in the Restriction Requirement, the Examiner has requested that if 
election is made to the claims of Group II, then a species election must be made to a specified 
group of autoimmune inhibitors. Applicants hereby elect the group consisting of an antibody to 
gamma interferon, an antibody to alpha interferon, and an antibody to tumor necrosis factor. 
This election is made without traverse, and without prejudice to the inclusion of the non-elected 
subject matter of claims 33-35 in any later filed divisional application. 

This Response is accompanied by a Preliminary Amendment that amends the 
elected claims such that they reflect the species election recited above. 



Favorable examination of the claims on the merits is respectfully requested. 
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
